His formal acceptance speech Thursday night was 
expected to draw a crowd of 75,000 at the nearby 
football stadium where an elaborate backdrop was under 
construction.

New high-tech system 
brewing at Starbucks

PORTLAND, Ore, Starbucks unveiled the high-priced 
and high- taste Clover brewing systems at several 
Seattle stores Tuesday and says more will follow, as 
part of a recent deal that set the coffee community 
abuzz. 

The Clover is a complex brewing system that was 
once the domain of independent coffee makers and 
hard-core coffee fans. But Starbucks announced 
in April that it was acquiring Clover, made by The 
Coffee Equipment Co., in a deal with undisclosed 
terms. 

The deal frustrated some independent coffee store 
owners because Starbucks said it would no longer sell 
the device to others, thereby cornering the market on 
one of the ultimate brewing systems for aficionados. 

T he Clover, which used to sell for about $u 7 ooo, 
makes one cup at a time and aims to coax out each of 
the hundreds of flavors known to reside in the average 
bean. In addition to brewing a complex flavor, the by- 
the-cup versatility means a wider array of beans can 
be used — creating a top-shelf coffee menu of sorts. 

Starbucks says the system is “one of the most 

m r 



significant innovations in coffee brewing since the 
introduction of the espresso machine” and says its 
introduction of the system with some beans is a “key 
initiative in transforming the company” 

It is one of several moves Seattle-based Starbucks 
has made recently to pump up its slumping 
business. 

The company rested the product in a handful 
of stores this spring and summer and unveiled the 
system at io Seattle sites Tuesday The company says 
it will add it to sites in Boston and San Francisco in 
the coming months. Starbucks will sell hot and iced 
versions of the coffee for $2 to $4. Stores will only 
brew Clover drinks from a menu of small-batch 
beans, which will rotate monthly

Illini becoming a ‘hot product’

The Rose Bowl is so last season for isiah 
“Juice” Williams, 

Illinois* veteran quarterback doesn't mince 
words when asked if his team is worthy of a 
second consecutive crip to the New Year's 
Day football game, 

“It should be,” the Chicago native told 
RedEye last week. “If we come out and 
execute the way I think we can — at least the 
Rose Bowl," 

At least? Those are hold words, but then 
Williams has delivered big things in the past. 
As a sophomore last season, he threw four 
touchdown passes to lead the delirious Illini 
to a victory at Ohio State, the nation's top- 
ranked team at the time. Illinois rode the 
momentum all the way to Pasadena, Calif,, 
for the first time since 1984. 

The Illini lost to USC in the Rose Bowl, 
49-17, hut a precedent for success had been 
established. 

Nevermind that star running back Rashard 
Mendenhall and standout linebacker] Leman 
have departed for the NFL — Illinois is 
ranked 19th by USA loday and 20th by The 
Associated Press in preseason polls. Williams 
is the 20 -year-old face of the program now, 
and there is no denying that if Illinois is going 
to continue its Big Ten Conference evolution 
from also-ran to perennial contender, the 
6 -foot-2, 233-pound junior from the South 
Side needs to shoulder a significant portion 
of the load. 

It has been an incredible rifle for Williams, 
though his high school head coach isn’t 
surprised by his success. After all, Charles 
Chambers handed the offensive reins to 
Williams when he was a freshman at Chicago 
Vocational Career Academy in the Stony Park 
Island neighborhood. 

Chambers is entering his 19th season as 
head coach, and Williams remains one of only 
two players to start all four years for Chambers 
and the only quarterback to do so. 

“Its hard to come in as a freshman and get 
the respect of the older kids, and he came in 
and did it right away because of the maturity 
he showed," Chambers said. “He doesn't get 
excited about a whole lot of stuff" 

Williams might not be showing excite- 
ment, hut the Illini fan base sure is. Illinois 
has sold out its conference home schedule in 
advance of the season fo r the first time since 
1986, and the local and national media are lin- 
ing up to interview the rising star. 

“Juice doesn't let stuff like that bother 
him," said Chambers, whose daughter has a 
child with Williams, “He's a mature young 
man. Always has been. ... He’ll put the team 
on his back," 

Even as Williams prepares to move the 


team forward, there arc so many reminders 
of the magical Rose Bowl season. 

“People always talk about the Rose Bowl, 
every chance they get," he said. “Ifs a good 
feeling. It’s a memory that IT 1 never, ever for- 
get no matter what goes on [for the] rest of 
my career." 

J 

And while last season was an exciting one 
for Williams, it wasn’t always perfect. He was 
benched at times in favor of freshman Eddie 
McGee, though coach Ron Zook placed 
Williams under center for the Rose Bowl and 
put him in charge this year. 

He was supposed to have some big- time 
help in the hack field, bur Mendenhall made 
the jump to the pros after a junior season in 
which he rushed for a school -record 1,681 
yards. 

“When you lose the production Rashard 
had, obviously we’re going to have guys step 
up and pick up the slack," Illinois offensive 
coordinator Mike Locksley said. “I can see 
juice being one of the guys on our offense 
who's going to have to pick up the slack a 
little bit, 3 ’ 

A mobile quarterback who ran for seven 
touchdowns in 2007, Williams needs to cut 
back on mistakes in the passing game — he 
had 12 interceptions last season to 13 touch- 
down passes — and become a vocal leader in 
the huddle, 

"1 don't think it T s pressure,” said Williams, 
who insists he hasn't considered his NFL 
prospects yet. “ You just want to know the fur- 
thest that you can get, that you can be good, 
that you can be successful." 

J 

Williams decided not to return to Chicago 
this summer and instead organized unofficial 
team workouts in Champaign to improve 
timing with his receivers. 

“Fm just crying to be a better quarterback 
overall," Williams said, “It's just getting out 
and throwing. That's all you really can do.” 

Locksley said he noticed during training 
camp that Williams is demonstrating more 
hands-on leadership, scolding teammates 
when they deserve it and encouraging others 
when they need a boost. Williams said leader- 
ship always has been in him, but now he needs 
to be more forceful about it. 

“In my early years, 1 was more laid-back," 
Williams said. “I wasn’t scared to say any- 

mf m 1 

thing, hut I felt out of place saying anything. 
Now I'm more outspoken. It feels like this is 
more my team now." 

That's precisely what Illini wants to hear, 

“From Day 1 when he stepped on campus, 
people looked at him as the pied piper of 
the program,” Locksley said. “He’s done a 
really good job with it. He's the leader on our 
offense. He’s the guy that's going to make us 
go.”

With 3 new starters, abundance of young talent may re-energize Wildcats

The Northwestern football team entered the 


2008 season with a lot of questions. After 
a physical training camp, head coach Pat 
Fitzgerald thinks he found some answers. 

“1 thought we had some great competition 
across the board,” Fitzgerald said Monday. 
44 We had some jobs that needed to be solidi- 
fied.

1 Jeremy Ebert, a true freshman, has been 
doing real unlike freshman things,” Peterman 
said. “Making big plays at key situations, doing 


two minute drills, scoring touchdowns, third- 
down conversions, just all the things you look 
for in a wide receiver.” 

Fitzgerald spoke enthusiastically about the 
freshman out of Hilliard, Ohio. 

“Jeremy had a great camp and he came in in 
great shape J Fitzgerald said. “He's got great 
ball skills and great savvy on the field.” 

The Wildcats also expressed excitement 
about their depth in the secondary includ- 
ing the performance of red-shirt freshman 
Jordan Mabin.

Time for a new pillow ... 

» When your pillow starts to look 

flattened 

» When it's dirty 

» When the cover is worn or 

stained 

» When it doesn't feel the way 
it did when it was new, or feels 
lumpy and bumpy, or hoids a 
crease 

» Down pillows last 10 years or 
more. Synthetics may start to show 
signs of wear in two or three years, 
» This is a standard pillow test: 
Fold the pillow in half, press down, 
let go. If the pillow springs back 
into shape, it's OK. (But everything 
except the most exhausted pillow 
will spring back, even one that has 
outlived its usefulness.)

You have a wide choice of fillers. Ail prices are approximate and wifi range widely, depending 
on firmness and quality of the materials. We give you an example of each and where to buy it. (That 
doesn't mean we’re endorsing the product) 


Down or feathers 

FROM ABOUT $35 UP TO THE 
HUNDREDS 

Luxurious, and one of the most 
expensive fills. (You may see all 
down, all feathers or a mix. Goose 
down is considered preferable 
to duck, and European to Asian. 

You may also see a lesser quality 
mix identified only as "waterfowl 
feathers.’) 

Some high-quality pillows 
have an inner chamber filled with 
feathers, which provide firmness 
and resilience, surrounded by an 
outer wrap of down which places 
the softest material closer to your face. 

Down, from the breast, and feathers, from 
the wings, are gathered either while the ducks 
or geese are alive (during their molting phase), 
or after they have been killed for meat. Animal 
rights activists are concerned about the 
conditions in which some birds are raised. 

Down is long-lasting, but may be hazardous 


to allergy sufferers. Some down pillows are now 
“supercleaned' or "hypercleaned,” a process 
that removes impurities, mites and dander. 
(Some people who thought they were allergic 
to down actually were allergic to mites or 
dander) Should be dry-cleaned.

What’s outside? 



» Manufacturers recommend zipping the pillow into a removable cover to protect the pillow 
and its fill from stains, spills and dirt. (Your pillow case goes over the cover.) 

» Choices include a simple cotton cover that costs a few dollars or a densely woven cover that 
keeps out dust mites ($6 to $10 or more, depending on thread count and fabric). 

» Some covers have a urethane (plastic) backing that makes them waterproof. It also makes 
them hot and noisy.

Pillow talk 

Aric Dawson, district customer service manager for Bed Bath 
& Beyond in the Tampa Bay, Fla„ area, offers this tutorial in 
reading the label on a down/feather pillow: 

» If the pillow is a mixture of down and feathers, you'll see a 
ratio, such as 95 percent down, 5 percent feathers. 

» Look for the "fill power" number, which will range from 
a low of 250 to as high as 700. This describes the quality 


of the down. 

Fill power is the amount of cubic inches that 1 ounce of 
down will fill. The higher the fill power, the larger and stronger 
the dusters of down, and the better the down will loft, trap air 
and insulate. 

Large clusters provide superior insulation, breathe better 
and last much longer than smaller, fragile down dusters used 
in lower-quality items. 


Fill power trumps the amount of down in ounces (see next 
item): Better to have a smaller amount of high-fiil-power down 
than a large amount of a low fill-power down. 

» Amount of down in ounces. A standard pillow will hold 18 to 
24 ounces; queens, 20 to 28 ounces; kings, 24 to 36 ounces. 

» Check the thread count The higher the number, the more 
durable the pillow, the less likely that feathers will poke 
through or impurities will be emitted.

The actresses feuded on and off die set of 
the 1990s cultural phenomenon, and Doherty 
left the series in 1994 following a rocky stretch 
during which she clashed with the cast and 
producers and showed up late for work.

Unfortunately 
Darkwater is dead, so Ratchet must search for the scurvy seadog’s treasure in hopes 
of finding a clue. Quest for Booty plays like a stripped-down version of its predecessor, 
leaving out all the side missions and minigames in favor of straight-ahead action. For 
a project thaLs really a stopgap between full-fledged R&C adventures, Quest for Booty 
still delivers the brilliant animation and screwball humor we've come to expect from 
the developers at Insomniac Games. It only takes about three hours to finish, but it’s a 
tasty appetizer until the next main course arrives in 2009.

Sony has retooled Siren, chopped it up into a 
dozen chapters and set them ioose on PSN. The

The cookies' return has turned out to be 
brilliant marketing because Internet chat 
rooms have been flooded with fans vowing 
to buy all the Hydrox bags — and some even 
plan to sell them on eBay 

To hear Hydrox fans tell it, the original 
cookies are crispier and less sweet and have 


more of a chocolate taste than Oreos. Its 
al! subjective, of course. After all, according 
to Information Resources, a Chicago-based 
market-research firm, Oreo remains the best- 
selling cookie in America. (Chips Ahoy! is a 
distant second.) 

“Oreo is an iconic brand,” said Kraft Foods 

spokeswoman Laurie 
Guzzinati, whose 
company owns 
Oreo. 

Started in 1908, 
Hydrox was the 
original cream-filled 
chocolate-sandwich 
cookie that earned 
cult status partly 
because ot its under- 
dog roie to Oreo, 
which came four years later, it's a sore point 
with Hydrox fans that the mainstream thinks 
Hydrox is an Oreo knockoff. 

What started as a cookie equivalent to 
Pepsi vs. Coke turned into a rout, as Oreo 
not only emerged as the country's best-sell- 
ing cookie, but also its brand name became 
synonymous with the product, much like 
Kleenex.
